Save Fertllimer ArowM Howe 


The writer has a neighbor who saves 


the kitchen garbage and buries it in 
his garden daily.

very materially increase its 
fertility, 


This neighbor also has spaded up a 
snot where he proposes to have a gar- 
den succeeding years.

shortly seed the piece with clover, be- 
ing careful to ILme the area well. This 
clover will be spaded under as a green 
manure crop. 
The clover furnishes a 


•large quantity of humus to • the soil 
which practically all back yard gardens 
crave, and in addition will add a lot 
of nitrogen to tho soil which the clov 
collects from the air. Nitrogen is the 
most expensive element in our fertil- 
izers; therefore anr plant that 
wil 


gather this element from the air and 
add it to the soil in a form which the 
plant can readily use, is a great friend 
of the home- E*rdener. Let's seo to i 
that we plant clover in all vacant spots 
in our garden.

HOW TO WORK 


THE HOME GARDEN 


The following lips on matters per- 


taining to the garden are .from

Middlesex county bureau-of agriculture 
and homo economics: 


Most home gardens include beans as 


one of their vegetables. 
Many home

ers' practice of not doing a thins to or 
In among their beans when they

damp. Rust Is *a fungus disease which 
spreads very quickly

dampness upon tho vines. Beans should 
not bo hoed, picked, or one should not

the dew or after a rain.
